Reagan  to  meet  with  Brian  Mulroney 


Israel,  scholars  want  access 
to  Nazi  war  criminal  records 


OTTAWA  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  arrived  in  Ottawa  Sunday  for  meet¬ 
ings  with  Prime  Minister  Brian  Mulroney  at  a  summit  where  the  two  leaders’ 
political  problems  provided  a  backdrop  to  nagging  differences  on  trade  and 
acid  rain  pollution. 

Both  sides  said  in  advance  that  no  agreements  or  joint  statements  would  be 
produced  during  Reagan’s  24-hour  visit. 

The  Canadians  billed  the  summit  as  “an  inconclusive  working  session.”  The 
Americans  called  it  a  summit  “without  drama  —  a  lot  of  workmanlike,  busi¬ 
nesslike  sessions  to  look  at  the  agenda.” 

“I  don’t  expect  any  major  breakthroughs  on  a  dozen  different  fronts,” 
Mulroney  said  Sunday  in  an  interview  on  NBC-TV’s  “Meet  the  Press.”  “What 
I  expect  is  solid,  continual  progress.” 

At  Parliament  Hill,  a  short  distance  from  the  airport,  where  Air  Force  One 
touched  down,  more  than  5,000  demonstrators  gathered  with  banners  and 
ballons  to  protest  Reagan’s  visit.  The  protesters  complained  about  the 
Canada-U.S.  free-trade  talks,  acid  rain  and  Reagan’s  Central  America  policy. 

Over  two  days,  Reagan  and  Mulroney  will  hold  two  rounds  of  talks  and  meet 
at  a  state  dinner  Sunday  night  and  a  luncheon  at  the  prime  minister’s  residence 
Monday.  Reagan  also  will  address  a  joint  session  of  Parliament  on  Monday  and 
meet  with  opposition  leader  John  Turner. 


Fire  singes  part  of  Hollywood  sign 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  The  fire  was  out  before  the  “WOOD”  burned,  but 
the  first  “0”  in  the  famous  HOLLYWOOD  sign  was  slightly  singed  by  the 
blaze,  officials  said. 

The  firefighters  who  arrived  at  the  scene  Friday  night  found  only  the  one 
smoldering  letter  and  estimated  that  the  fire  had  only  burned  for  five  minutes, 
Los  Angeles  Fire  Department  spokesman  Jim  Wells  said. 

There  was  no  immediate  damage  estimate. 

The  sign  had  been  covered  temporarily  with  burlap  while  a  FOX  sign  was 
built  in  front  of  it  to  publicize  Fox  Broadcasting.  Fox,  seeking  to  become  the 
fourth  major  television  network,  began  weekend  prime-time  broadcasting. 

The  fire  occurred  shortly  after  two  search  lights  accenting  the  FOX  sign 
were  turned  off,  officials  said. 

The  sign  was  originally  built  nearly  60  years  ago  and  read  “HOLLYWOOD- 
LAND”  to  promote  a  housing  development. 


UNITED  NATIONS  (AP)  —  Two 
large  safes  in  a  building  16  blocks 
north  of  United  Nations  headquar¬ 
ters  hold  8,000  sealed  files  containing 
a  wealth  of  detail  on  Nazi  war  crimi¬ 
nals  and  their  crimes. 

The  146  gray  cardboard  boxes  hold¬ 
ing  the  files  have  become  a  focus  of 
controversy  over  whether  they 
should  be  opened  to  Israel  and  to 
Holocaust  scholars. 

The  sealed  U.N.  War  Crimes  Com¬ 
mission  files  had  been  all  but  forgot¬ 
ten  for  40  years.  They  list  the  names 
of 36,000  Nazi  war  criminals,  suspects 
and  witnesses  and  background  on  the 
workings  of  the  Nazi  extermination 
machinery  used  against  the  Jews  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II. 

The  Nazi  war  crimes  list  in  the  files 
is  closed.  Access  to  the  secret  files  is 
permitted  to  U.N.  member  govern¬ 
ments  only,  who  request  the  names  of 
specific  suspects  about  whom  they 
seek  information. 

The  names  listed  make  up  a  verita¬ 
ble  “Who’s  Who  in  Nazi  Germany,” 
including  Nazi  leader  Adolf  Hitler, 
his  henchmen  Heinrich  Himmler  and 
Adolf  Eichmann,  who  directed  the  de¬ 
portation  of  European  Jews  to  death 


Scandal  rocks  New  York  legislature 


ALBANY,  N.Y.  (AP)  —  The  stain  of  the  corruption  scandal  that  toppled 
several  of  New  Y  ork  City’s  leading  political  figures  and  led  to  the  suicide  of  the 
Queens  Democratic  boss  has  spread  up  the  Hudson  River  to  the  state  Capitol. 

The  211-member  New  York  state  Legislature,  whose  annual  budget  of  $137 
million  is  second  only  to  the  California  Legislature’s  $148  million,  is  the  center 
of  a  no-show  job  scandal  that  threatens  one  of  its  top  leaders. 

Investigations  have  been  opened  by  at  least  seven  district  attorneys,  fed¬ 
eral  prosecutors  from  New  York  City  and  Syracuse  and  the  state  Board  of 
Elections. 

The  investigation  centers  on  state  Senate  Minority  Leader  Manfred  Ohren- 
stein’s  use  of  the  legislative  payroll  to  hire  campaign  workers. 

While  admitting  he  did  that  last  year  in  an  unsuccessful  effort  to  help 
Democrats  gain  control  of  the  state  Senate,  Ohrenstein  has  maintained  it 
wasn’t  illegal  and  that  every  legislative  leader  has  political  operatives  on  the 
public  payroll. 

“We  have  nothing  to  hide,”  said  Ohrenstein,  a  Manhattan  Democrat  and 
member  of  the  Senate  since  1960.  “There’s  nothing  sinister  here.” 


Pope  supports  demands  of  Chileans 


CONCEPCION,  Chile  (AP)  —  Pope  John  Paul  II  on  Sunday  told  more  than 
250,000  people  at  a  Mass  in  this  economically  depressed  region  that  he  sup¬ 
ports  their  calls  for  more  jobs  and  higher  pay. 

His  visit  to  Chile  was  finally  free  from  the  violent  anti-government  demon¬ 
strations  that  plagued  papal  appearances  since  his  arrival  Wednesday. 

John  Paul  spoke  from  an  open-air  altar  platform,  under  gray  skies  on  a  field 
outside  a  horse  race  track. 

“You  may  think  the  pope  is  not  aware  of  the  preoccupations  of  workers  in 
this  beloved  Chile,”  said  the  pontiff,  clad  in  a  traditional  purple  Lenten  robe, . 

“That  is  not  so.  I  know  very  well  your  concern  about  social  justice  ... 
unemployment ...  wages  ...  and  legitimate  union  demands,”  he  said. 

Concepcion  is  a  southern  industrial  city  of 270,000  people  that  has  been  hard 
hit  by  factory  closures. 

It  is  the  center  of  a  region  with  an  unemployment  rate  of  16  percent,  the 


highest  in  Chile.

camps  and  who  was  hanged  by  Israel 
in  1962.  Hitler  and  Himmler  commit¬ 
ted  suicide  in  1945. 

The  name  that  sparked  the  current 
controversy  was  an  obscure  ex-first 
lieutenant  in  Hitler’s  Wehrmacht  — 
Kurt  Waldheim. 

In  postwar  years,  he  rose  to  be¬ 
come  Austrian  foreign  minister,  U.N. 
secretary-general  and,  ultimately, 
president  of  Austria. 

Waldheim’s  name  is  the  724th  on 
the  commission’s  79th  master  “List  of 
War  Criminals,  Suspects  and  Mate¬ 
rial  Witnesses  (Germans,  Italians, 
Bulgarians  and  Hungarians).” 

According  to  a  photocopy  of  the 
confidential  list  obtained  by  re¬ 
porters,  Waldheim  stood  accused  by 
Yugoslavia  of  “murder,  putting  to 
death  of  hostages”  during  his  unit’s 
merciless  campaign  against  Yugoslav 
partisans  between  April  1944  and 
May  1945. 

Waldheim’s  wartime  role  did  not 
come  to  light  until  last  year’s  heated 
election  for  Austria’s  presidency. 
Waldhim  denied  the  charges,  but  alle¬ 
gations  that  he  falsified  his  Nazi-era 
past  was  a  key  issue  in  the  campaign. 

Following  the  disclosures  on  Wald¬ 


heim,  Israel  demanded  that  the 
secret  U.N.  War  Crimes  Commission 
files  be  opened. 

U.N.  Secretary-General  Javier 
Perez  de  Cuellar  turned  down  the  re¬ 
quest  after  polling  the  17  wartime  al¬ 
lies  who  were  represented  on  the 
commission  between  1943  and  1948. 
With  the  exception  of  Australia,  the 
former  commission  members  favored 
continuation  of  the  present  closed 
system. 

At  a  news  conference  in  New  York 
on  March  24,  Ambassador  Benjamin 
Netanyahu  of  Israel  said  he  had  asked 
the  U.N.  chief  and  16  former  commis¬ 
sion  members,  including  the  United 
States,  to  reconsider  their  ruling  on 
access  to  the  files. 

Besides  the  United  States  and  Aus¬ 
tralia,  the  other  commission  members 
were  Belgium,  Britain,  Canada, 
China,  Czechoslovakia,  Denmark, 
France,  Greece,  India,  Luxembourg, 
Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  Norway, 
Poland  and  Yugoslavia. 

Netanyahu  told  reporters  Israel’s 
Yad  Vashem  Holocaust  research  cen-. 
ter  in  Jerusalem  had  made  a  prelimi¬ 
nary  study  of  347  files  obtained  from 
U.N.  archives. 
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Utah's  debt  in  top  three 
says  foundation  report 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah’s 
local  governments,  at  $7.9  billion, 
have  the  nation’s  third-highest  per- 
capita  debt,  the  Utah  Foundation 
says. 

The  non-profit  research  organiza¬ 
tion  says  that  compared  to  a  national 
rate  of  18. 5  percent,  U tah  special-ser¬ 
vice  districts  set  up  for  water,  sewer, 
mosquito  abatement  and  other  pur¬ 
poses  are  accountable  for  62  percent 
of  the  project-financing  debt. 

Utah  state  government  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  16.8  percent  of  the  debt,  coun¬ 
ties  for  7.5  percent,  cities  and  towns 
for  7.3  percent  and  school  districts  for 
6.4  percent,  the  foundation  said. 

Foundation  analysts  said  the 
state’s  public  debt  has  jumped  1,343 
percent  since  1975,  when  the  total 
obligation  was  $549  million. 

“Most  of  the  growth  in  Utah  indebt¬ 
edness  has  occurred  in  the  expansion 
of  non-guaranteed  debt  or  revenue 
bonds,”  the  group  said  in  a  report. 


“This  type  of  debt  multiplied  by  40 
times  over  the  past  10  years  and  to¬ 
taled  nearly  $6.6  billion  at  the  end  of 
1985. 

“Revenue  bond  debt  is  backed  only 
by  certain  earmarked  revenue 
sources  and  is  not  subject  to  constitu¬ 
tional  debt  limits,”  the  foundation  re¬ 
marked. 

“Although  Utah  ranks  very  high 
among  the  states  of  the  nation  is  the 
increase  and  level  of  overall  indebted¬ 
ness,  it  is  only  average  or  even  a  little 
below  average  in  the  amount  of  debt 
backed  by  the  full  faith  and  credit  of 
state  and  local  governmental  units,” 
analysts  concluded. 

At  the  close  of  1985,  Utah’s  long¬ 
term  general-obligation  debt 
amounted  to  $646  per  resident,  com¬ 
pared  to  $749  nationally. 

Such  tax-exempt  financing  will  be 
“sharply  curtailed”  by  the  new  fed¬ 
eral-tax  reform  law,  the  foundation 
said. 
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Heavy  rain  from  a  springtime  storm  caused  flooding  in  the  Northeast  that 
washed  "out  an  interstate  highway  bridge  Sunday  and  chased  hundreds  from 
their  homes,  while  8-foot  snow  drifts  left  behind  in  North  Carolina  kept 
would-be  church-goers  home.  The  heavy,  wet  snow,  wind  and  rain  brought 
down  power  lines  and  left  thousands  of  people  without  electricity. 

Apalachicola,  Fla. ,  had  its  sixth  consecutive  day  of  record  lows  at  38  degrees 
as  chilly  air  toppled  records  from  the  Gulf  Coast  to  Arkansas. 

About  120  visitors  to  the  aircraft  carrier  USS  Saratoga,  anchored  four  miles 
off  Miami  Beach,  Fla. ,  had  to  spend  the  night  on  board  after  high  seas  and  wind 
kept  them  from  returning  to  shore. 

And  a  group  of  448  Girl  Scouts  and  leaders  were  snowbound  Saturday  night 
at  the  Center  of  Science  and  Industry  museum  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Four  people  died  in  weather-related  traffic  accidents  in  Kentucky,  and  one 
Ohio  man  died  while  shoveling  snow,  police  said. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  State  Department  awarded  a  non-competi¬ 
tive  contract  in  1985  to  a  firm  involved  in  the  Iran-Contra  affair,  although  an 
official  of  the  awarding  office  was  the  brother  of  a  key  company  employee. 

A  congressman  and  a  federal  ethics  official  are  questioning  the  propriety  of 
the  contract,  which  was  awarded  after  the  department  official’s  sister  made 
the  major  sales  pitch  on  the  company’s  behalf. 

The  brother,  however,  said  his  actions  were  approved  by  State  Department 
legal  officers.  The  State  Department  legal  office  would  not  comment  on  the 
contract,  which  is  under  investigation  by  the  department’s  inspector  general. 

The  $276,186  contract  was  awarded  to  International  Business  Communica¬ 
tions  Inc.,  to  whip  up  public  support  for  administration  policies  in  Latin 
America. 

While  a  hired  hand  of  the  government,  IBC  also  was  a  conduit  for  the  funds 
raised  from  wealthy  Americans  to  assist  the  Contra  rebels  fighting 
Nicaragua’s  leftist  Sandinista  government. 

The  firm  and  one  of  its  partners,  former  U.S.  Information  Agency  official 
Frank  Gomez,  did  a  bonanza  business  with  the  State  Department  between 
1984  and  1986. 

All  told,  they  received  six  contracts  totaling  $419,386  at  a  time  when 
administration-backed  aid  to  the  Contra  rebels  was  on  a  congressional  roller 
coaster  of  ups  and  downs.

It 
stifles  of  Jesus  Christ,  His  prophets 
d  the  doctrines  of  salvation.”  said 
resident  Benson. 

With  Easter  approaching,  he  said  it 
ould  be  a  blessing  if  every  family 
liuld  read  together  Third  Nephi, 
scuss  it  contents,  and  then  deter- 
ne  how  they  could  apply  it  to  them- 
Ives  and  their  lives. 
l“Third  Nephi  is  a  book  that  should 
read  and  read  again.  Its  testimony 
the  resurrected  Christ  in  America 
given  in  purity  and  beauty. 

‘The  record  of  the  Nephite  history 
st  prior  to  Savior’s  visit  reveals 
any  parallels  to  our  day  as  we  antici- 
te  the  Savior’s  second  coming,” 
id  President  Benson.

‘Mormon  noted  that  the  Nephites 
d  not  sin  ignorantly,  for  they  knew

Russell  M.  Nelson 

Elder  Russell  M.  Nelson,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  LDS  Council  of  Twelve, 
said  during  President  Benson’s  talk, 
he  momentarily  flashed  back  to  a  con¬ 
versation  he  had  with  a  book  pub¬ 
lisher  who  was  writing  a  book  to  be 
titled  “Life  After  Life.” 

The  publisher  asked  Elder  Nelson, 
who  is  also  a  medical  doctor,  if  he 
would  like  to  contribute  stories  to  the 
book  about  patients  who  had  shared 
with  him  life  after  mortal  death  expe¬ 
riences  and  came  back  to  life  to  tell 
about  them. 

The  patients’  experiences  were  told 
to  Elder  Nelson  in  confidence  and  he 
said  those  experiences  were  much  too 
sacred  to  share  in  a  worldly  way,  es¬ 
pecially  to  benefit  a  commercial'  ven¬ 
ture.  “Besides,  what  would  be  the 
validity  of  isolated  stories  of  life  after 
life  without  supporting  testimonies  of 
witnesses?”  said  Elder  Nelson. 

Much  more  logical  and  convincing 
would  be  a  study  of  well-documented 
and  carefully  witnessed  evidences  of 
life  after  life.  “President  Benson  has 
spoken  of  one  of  those  priceless 
records,”  he  said. 

“The  activities  of  the  living  Christ 
in  America  followed  his  own  resurrec¬ 
tion  from  the  dead.  Many  witnesses  in 
many  places  have  seen  the  risen 
Lord,  before,  during,  and  after  the 
account  to  which  President  Benson 
has  referred.”  said  Elder  Nelson  who 
cited  19  instances  from  the  Bible  and 
the  Book  of  Mormon. 

“The  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
one  of  the  most  carefully  documented 
events  in  history.  I  affirm  that  there 
is  life  after  life,  first  in  the  spirit  world 
and  then  in  the  resurrection,  for  each 
and  every  one  of  us.”  he  said. 

M.  Russell  Ballard 

M.  Russell  Ballard,  a  member  of 
the  LDS  Council  of  Twelve,  told  con¬ 
ference  attendees  that  the  possibility 
of  him  having  cancer  made  him  realize 
he  needed  to  rearrange  some  of  his 
priorities.  He  needed  to  prioritize  in 
order  to  accomplish  the  things  that 
mattered  most  to  him. 

“Our  main  goal  should  be  to  seek 
immortality  and  eternal  life.”  said  El¬ 
der  Ballard. 

“When  I  am  in  tune  spiritually,  I 
find  that  I  can  balance  everything  in 
my  life  much  more  easily.  He  said  life 
puts  a  lot  of  demands  on  people.  He 
pointed  out  seven  ways  to  achieve 
proper  balance  of  life’s  demands 
which  consisted  of  intense  introspec¬ 
tion  of  priorities  and  goals;  wise  bud¬ 
geting  of  finances;  staying  close  to 
family;  studying  the  scriptures;  find¬ 
ing  time  for  sufficient  rest,  exercise 
and  relaxation;  and  families  teaching 
one  another  the  Gospel. 

“Remember,  too  much  of  anything 
in  life  can  throw  us  off  balance.  At  the 
same  time,  too  little  of  the  important 
things  can  do  the  same  thing,”  he 
said. 

Elder  Ballard  used  the  analogy  of  a 
car  tire  that  is  out  of  balance  to  ex¬ 
press  his  thoughts.  “A  life  that  gets 
out  of  balance  is  much  like  a  car  tire 
that  is  out  of  balance.  It  will  make  the 
operation  of  the  car  rough  and  unsafe. 
Tires  in  perfect  balance  give  a  smooth 
and  comfortable  ride,  and  so  it  is  with 
life. 

“The  ride  through  mortality  can  be 
smoother  for  us  when  we  strive  to 
stay  in  balance.”

Eight  new  members  of  the  first 
Quorum  of  the  Seventy  were  an¬ 
nounced  during  the  157th  Annual 
General  Conference  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

George  R.  Hill  III,  John  Roger 
Lasater,  Douglas  J.  Martin,  Alexan¬ 
der  B.  Morrison,  L.  Aldin  Porter, 
Glen  Larkin  Rudd,  Douglas  H.  Smith 
and  Lynn  Andrew  'Sorenson  were 
sustained  during  Saturday’s  after¬ 
noon  session  which  convened  in  the 
Mormon  Tabernacle  on  Temple 
Square. 

Elaine  L.  Jack  was  also  called  as 
second  counselor  in  the  general  presi¬ 
dency  of  the  Young  Women  organiza¬ 
tion,  replacing  Maureen  J.  Turley 
who  has  been  released  to  serve  with 
her  husband,  Robert  S.  Turley,  in  his 
new  assignment  as  mission  president 
of  the  Arkansas  Little  Rock  Mission. 

Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer,  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Twelve,  used  the  life  of 
Elder  A.  Theodore  Tuttle  to  illustrate 
that  people  should  conclude  all  their 
prayers  with  “Let  thy  will,  0  Lord,  be 
done.” 

Elder  Tuttle  died  earlier  in  the  year 
despite  the  endorsement  of  many 
general  authorities  for  the  prayers  of 
the  saints  in  his  behalf. 

“I,  for  one,  am  content  to  believe 
that  our  prayers  were  accepted  and 
recorded  and  redirected  to  those 
whose  hands  hang  down  in  despair, 
just  as  Brother  Tuttle  had  re¬ 


quested,”  he  said. 

Elder  Packer  stressed  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  temple  and  geneology  work 
as  a  visible  testimony  of  the  belief  in 
the  resurrection  and  atonement  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

“This  work  is  our  witness  of  the 
redemptive  power  of  the  the  sacrifice 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ,”  he  said . 

Since  the  beginning,  truth  and 
knowledge  about  ourselves  and  our 
environment  have  been  a  quest  for 
the  natural  man,  said  Elder  Charles 
Didier,  a  member  of  the  First  Quo¬ 
rum  of  Seventy. 

Man  always  wants  to  secure  his 
truths  and  knowledge  to  fit  his  own 
carnal  security.  But  according  to  El¬ 
der  Didier,  one  should  not  be  sur¬ 
prised  to  see  that  these  constant 
changes  bring  a  state  of  constant  inse¬ 
curity  rather  than  security. 

“The  real  issue,  then,  has  always 
been  where  and  how  to  find  righteous 
security  as  opposed  to  carnal  secu¬ 
rity,”  said  Elder  Didier.  First,  people 
must  turn  to  the  Lord  and  second, 
trust  the  Lord. 

“To  turn  to  the  Lord  and  to  trust 
him  is  to  learn  from  his  revelations. 
Spiritual  security  comes  from  revela¬ 
tion  that  unveils  the  true  nature  of 
deity,”  said  Elder  Didier. 

Spiritual  security  is  also  derived 
from  revelation  describing  a  plan  of 
salvation  for  our  benefit  and  revela¬ 
tion  that  tells  us  about  the  source  of 
the  plan  of  salvation:  Jesus  Christ. 

Spiritual  security  increases  be¬ 
cause  revelation  teaches  us  about  our 


true  identity  and  our  relationship 
with  God,  said  Elder  Didier.  “Know¬ 
ing  who  we  really  are  prepares  us  to 
use  that  knowledge  to  face  tempta¬ 
tions,  to  resist  them  and  then  to  act 
righteously.” 

Elder  J.  Thomas  Fyans,  also  a 
member  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Sev¬ 
enty,  asked,  “What  is  to  the  spirit  as 
air  is  to  the  body?  A  knowledge  of  the 
Father  and  his. Son.” 

The  best  source  on  the  face  of  the 
earth  to  learn  about  the  Son  is  in 
studying  the  Book  of  Mormon,  An¬ 
other  Testament  for  Jesus  Christ,  he 
said. 

Elder  Fyans  gave  many  examples 
of  references  made  to  Jesus  Christ 
throughout  the  Book  of  Mormon. 
“Our  eternal  existence  is  as  depen¬ 
dant  upon  spiritual  nutrients  as  our 
mortal  bodies  are  upon  air,”  he  said. 
“Fill  your  spiritual  lungs  with  the  ele¬ 
ments  of  eternal  life  through  the  con¬ 
stant  inhaling  of  the  truths  in  Another 
Testament  of  Jesus  Christ  that  you 
will  arrive  once  again  in  the  presence 
of  our  Eternal  Father.” 

Elder  Joseph  B.  Wirthlin,  the 
newest  member  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve  ,  spoke  of  patience  as  the  key 
to  happiness.  “We  will  have  genuine 
joy  and  happiness  only  as  we  learn 
patience.” 

While  Elder  Wirthlin  said  that  a 
certain  amount  of  impatience  may  be 
useful  to  stimulate  and  motivate  us  to 
action,  a  lack  of  patience  is  a  major 
cause  of  the  difficulties  and  unhappi¬ 
ness  in  the  world  today. 


“Too  often  we  are  impatient  with 
ourselves,  with  our  family  members 
and  friends  and  even  with  the  Lord,” 
he  said. 

The  scriptures  teach  of  patience, 
said  Elder  Wirthlin,  noting  the  lives 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Apostle  Paul  and 
Joseph  Smith  as  examples  of  endur¬ 
ing  men  of  patience. 

“We  should  learn  to  be  patient  with 
ourselves,”  he  said.  “Recognizing  our 
strengths  and  our  weaknesses,  we 
should  strive  to  use  good  judgment  in 
all  of  our  choices  and  decisions,  mak¬ 
ing  good  use  of  every  opportunity, 
and  do  our  best  in  every  task  we  un¬ 
dertake.” 

Elder  Wirthlin  also  stressed  the 
importance  of  having  patience  with 
our  Heavenly  F ather  and  his  plan  of 
eternal  progression.  “How  incredibly 
foolish  to  be  impatient  with  Him,  the 
Father  of  our  spirits  who  knows  ev¬ 
erything  and  whose  work  and  glory  is 
‘to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life  of  man’  (Moses  1:39).” 

Also  taking  his  text  from  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  Elder  L.  Tom  Perry,  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve, 
stressed  the  importance  of  under¬ 
standing  the  Lord’s  will  for  his  peo¬ 
ple. 

“The  Lord  is  not  telling  us  that  we 
should  not  be  prosperous.  But  he  is 
telling  us  that  we  should  seek  pros¬ 
perity  only  after  we  sought  and  found 
Him,”  said  Elder  Perry. 

“We  should  read  this  scripture  as 
though  it  were  written  expressly  for 
us  in  these  days,  because  it  was.” 
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President  Hinckley  reaffirms

Cost  to  save 


POWs  high, 
but  justified

Exercise  chastity  before  marriage 
and  total  fidelity  after  marriage  said 
President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  first 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  during  Saturday’s  priest¬ 
hood  session  of  general  conference. 

“I  speak  next  on  a  matter  of  great 
delicacy,”  said  Elder  Hinckley. 

The  Surgeon  General  of  the  United 
States  has  forecast  an  AIDS  death  of 
170,000  Americans  in  just  four  years, 
said  Hinckley. 

“Prophets  of  God  have  repeatedly 
taught  through  the  ages  that  prac¬ 
tices  of  homosexual  relations,  fornica¬ 
tion,  and  adultery  are  grievous  sins. 
Sexual  relations  outside  the  bonds  of 
marriage  are  forbidden  by  the  Lord. 
We  reaffirm  those  teachings.” 

“I  repeat,  each  of  us  has  a  choice 
between  right  and  wrong.  But  with 
that  choice  there  inevitably  will  fol¬ 
low  consequences,”  he  said. 

“Those  who  choose  to  violate  the 
commandments  of  God  put  them¬ 
selves  at  great  spiritual  and  physical 
jeopardy. 

“For  your  own  sakes,  for  your  hap¬ 
piness  now  and  in  all  the  years  to 
come,  and  for  the  happiness  of  the 
generations  who  come  after  you, 
avoid  sexual  transgression  as  you 
would  a  plague,”  said  Elder  Hinckley. 

President  Ezra  Taft  Benson  spoke 
to  members  of  the.  priesthood  about  a 
priesthood  program  inspired  from  its 
inception. 

I  speak  of  a  program  that  touches 
hearts,  that  changes  lives,  and  that 
saves  souls;  a  program  so  vital  that,  if 
faithfully  followed,  will  help  to  spiri¬ 
tually  renew  the  Church  and  exalt  its 
individual  members  and  families,  said 
Benson. 

“I  am  speaking  about  priesthood 
home  teaching,”  he  said. 

“It’s  not  just  another  program,  it’s 
not  just  another  assignment,  it’s  not 
to  be  taken  casually. 

“Oh  that  all  the  brethren  of  the 
Church  would  catch  the  vision  of 
home  teaching,”  he  said. 

President  Benson  spoke  of  three 
fundamentals  that  are  essential  to  ef¬ 
fective  home  teaching. 

“First,  know  well  those  you  are  to 
teach,”  he  said.  “You  can’t  serve  well 
those  you  don’t  know  well.  ” 

A  friend  makes  more  than  a  dutiful 
visit  each  month.  A  friend  is  more 
concerned  about  helping  people  than 
getting  credit.  A  friend  cares.  A 
friend  loves.  A  friend  listens  and  a 
friend  reaches  out,  he  said. 

President  Benson  related  this  story 
told  by  President  Romney  about  the 
“so-called”  home  teacher  who  once 
called  at  the  Romney  home  on  a  cold 
night. 

He  kept  his  hat  in  his  hand  and 
shifted  nervously  when  he  was  in¬ 
vited  in  to  sit  down  and  give  his  mes¬ 
sage.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Any 
cost  is  justified  if  payments  to  the 
Communist  regimes  of  Southeast 
Asia  will  retrieve  American  prisoners 
of  war  still  being  held  there,  says  for¬ 
mer  POW  Eugene  McDaniel. 

McDaniel,  a  retired  Navy  captain 
imprisoned  in  the  infamous  “Hanoi 
Hilton,”  said  it  is  time  the  United 
States  to  settle  the  POW  trauma,  fi¬ 
nally  bury  the  Vietnam  War. 

Speaking  at  the  University  of 
Utah’s  Hinckley  Institute  of  Politics, 
he  said  America  might  gain  release  of 
any  remaining  POWs  in  Vietnam, 
Laos  and  Cambodia  by  renewing  a 
decade-old  offer  of  $3  billion  in  recon¬ 
struction  aid. 

“How  many  (POWs  are  left  in 
Southeast  Asia),  you  ask?  No  one 
knows.  We  can’t  ‘Rambo’  them  out 
because  they’re  in  small,  scattered  lo¬ 
cations,”  McDaniel  said. 

But  he  said  561  American  airmen 
were  shot  down  over  Laos  when  the 
“secret  war”  there  began  in  1973  and 
“not  one  returned.”  Of  those  shot 
down  over  North  Vietnam,  however, 
39  percent  had  been  known  to  have 
survived,  said  McDaniel. 
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Presidents  Ezra  Taft  Benson  and  Thomas  S.  Monson 
often  converse  during  conference  and  priesthood  ses¬ 
sions.

“We  can  do  better  than  that, 
Brethren  -  much  better,”  he  said.

“Do  not  settle  for  mediocrity  in  this 
great  priesthood  program  of  home 
teaching. 

“Remember,  both  quality  and 
quantity  home  teaching  is  essential  in 
being  an  effective  home  teacher,”  he 
said. 

President  Thomas  S.  Monson,  sec¬ 
ond  counselor  in  the  First  Presi¬ 
dency,  told  members  of  the  priest¬ 
hood  that  the  “call  to  serve”  has  ever 
characterized  the  work  of  the  Lord. 


“It  rarely  comes  at  a  convienient 
time.  It  brings  humility,  it  provokes 
prayer,  it  inspires  commitment,”  said 
Elder  Monson. 

“If  any  brethren  within  the  sound 
of  my  voice  feel  unprepared  -  even 
incapable  -  of  responding  to  a  call  to 
serve,  to  sacrifice,  to  bless  the  lives  of 
others,  remember  the  truth:  ‘Whom 
God  calls,  God  qualifies,’  ”  he  said. 

Elder  Dallin  H.  Oaks,  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Twelve,  spoke  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  priesthood  about  priest¬ 
hood  blessings. 

“Brethren,  young  and  old,  do  not  be 
hesitant  to  ask  for  a  priesthood  bless¬ 
ing  when  you  are  in  need  of  spiritual 
power.” 

He  counseled  fathers  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  give  those  blessings  under 
the  influence  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
whenever  requested  in  sincerity  and 
faith. 

Elder  Robert  L.  Simpson,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seventy, 
told  members  of  the  priesthood  to  be¬ 
come  a  modern-day  Nephi  in  their 
faith.

In  a  talk  titled  “Will  I  Be  Happy,” 

James  E.  F  aust,  member  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  declared 
children  to  be  “the  hope  of  the  future” 
and  offered  ways  to  find  continued 
happiness. 

“First,  adults  need  to  understand 
and  our  children  need  to  be  taught 
that  private  choices  are  not  private; 
they  all  have  public  consequences,” 
he  said. 

“It  is  a  popular  notion  that  doing 
our  own  thing  or  doing  what  feels 
good  is  our  own  business  and  affects 
no  one  but  us  . . .  but  this  is  simply  not 
true.” 

All  immoral  behavior  directly  im¬ 
pacts  society,  he  said. 

Elder  Faust  encouraged  that 
adults  and  children  should  know  that 
public  and  private  morality  is  not  out¬ 
moded. 

“The  most  important  way  to  pre¬ 
pare  our  children  for  some  lasting 
happiness  is  to  fortify  the  family,”  he 
said. 

“It  is  in  the  home  and  with  the  fam¬ 
ily  that  values  are  usually  acquired, 
traditions  are  fostered,  and  commit¬ 
ments  to  others  are  established,”  he 
said. 

There  are  really  no  adequate  sub¬ 
stitutes.

Conference  followers  taught 
unity,  self-worth,  'adulthood'

Leaders  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  counseled 
members  to  be  unified,  love  their 
neighbors  and  to  be  their  best  selves 
in  Sunday  morning’s  session  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference. 

Speakers  for  the  third  general  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  157th  semi-annual  confer¬ 
ence  included  Presidents  Gordon  B. 
Hinckley  and  Thomas  S.  Monson, 
counselors  in  the  First  Presidency; 
Elders  David  B.  Haight  and  Marvin 
J.  Ashton  of  the  First  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve;  and  Hugh  W.  Pinnock  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  the  Seventy. 

Gordon  B.  Hickley 

President  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  tes¬ 
tified  of  the  divine  calling  of  the 
prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  supported 
his  statements  with  “four  or  five  brief 
testimonials  of  men  who  knew  him, 
who  worked  with  him,  who  payed 
with  him,  who  suffered  with  him,  who 
forfeited  comfort  and  wealth  and  ease 
because  of  their  conviction  that  he 
was  the  anointed  of  the  Almighty,  a 
prophet  in  this  generation.” 

He  said  many  people  have  been 
critical  of  Joseph  Smith  but  he  is  “as  a 
sainted  giant  looking  down  on  a  crowd 
of  pygmies,”  said  President  Hinckley. 

He  cited  areas  of  growth  that 
church  has  made  since  its  restoration 
April  6,  1830.  These  included  mem¬ 
bership  “comfortably  past  the  6  mil¬ 
lion  mark,”  1,622  organized  stakes, 
more  than  15,000  local  congregations, 
almost  32,000  missionaries  serving  in 
193  missions  and  nearly  3  million 
copies  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  dis¬ 
tributed  in  1986. 

David  B.  Haight 

Encouraging  couples  to  go  on  mis¬ 
sions  together  in  their  later  years, 
Elder  Haight  quoted  an  earlier 
church  president,  Spencer  W.  Kim¬ 
ball,  as  saying  “we  could  use  hun¬ 


dreds  of  couples  ...  to  teach  the 
gospel.” 

He  altered  the  quote  by  saying  the 
church  could  now  use  “not  only  hun¬ 
dreds  but  thousands  of  prepared  cou¬ 
ples”  in  missionary  service. 

Elder  Haight  said  although  some 
couples  procrastinate  fulfilling  mis¬ 
sions  because  of  feelings  of  apprehen¬ 
sion  and  inadequacy,  “...  our  capacity 
as  children  of  God  becomes  what  it 
has  to  be.  We  should  never  minimize 
or  underestimate  our  ability  to  deal 
with  challenges  placed  before  us.” 

He  further  added,  “The  goal  of  ev¬ 
ery  physically  able  couple  in  the 
church,  just  as  every  19-year-old 
young  man  in  the  Church,  should  be 
to  serve  amission.” 

Using  the  parable  of  the  good  Sa¬ 
maritan,  Elder  Haight  said  all  of 
God’s  children  are  “our  neighbors  ... 
What  a  blessing  we  can  be  to  them  as 
we  bring  them  the  gospel  thereby 
showing  our  obedience,  compassion 
and  love.” 

Hugh  W.  Pinnock 

Elder  Pinnock  counseled  Latter- 
day  Saints  to  be  unified  in  their 
homes,  wards  and  with  the  non-LDS 
members  of  their  communities. 

“There  are  many  reasons  to  be  uni¬ 
fied,  but  perhaps  the  greatest  reason 
is  that  we  have  been  asked  to  be  as 
one,”  said  Elder  Pinnock.  He  said,  “... 
unity  adds  power  in  the  church  and 
our  families.” 

He  told  how  a  community  in  south¬ 
ern  Idaho  had  averted  a  flood  which 
would  have  wiped  out  several  commu¬ 
nities  by  working  together. 

“It  was  a  latter-day  miracle 
brought  about  by  unity,”  said  Elder 
Pinnock. 

Another  reason  to  be  unified  to  to 
show  gratitude  and  appreciation  for 
Jesus  Christ.  “We  adapt  to  the  Mas¬ 
ter’s  teachings.  We  place  Him  and 
others  with  us  into  one.” 

He  also  said,  “this  solidarity  and

“Adult”  became  a  relative  term 
with  Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton  as  he 
explained  “adulthood”  and  “matu¬ 
rity”  don’t  necessarily  come  with  age. 

“Too  many  of  us  fail  to  realize  adult 
conduct  is  a  process,  not  a  status.... 
Patience  with  other,  self  and  God 
brings  eternal  maturity.  Let  God  and 
our  daily  actions  determine  the  au¬ 
thenticity  of  ‘I  am  an  adult  now.’  ” 

He  counseled  members  of  the 
church  to  put  away  petty  malice,  re¬ 
sentment  and  retaliation  practices 
which  are  self-destructing  and  to  re¬ 
turn  to  a  path  of  safety  well-marked 
by  the  Good  Shepherd. 

“Those  among  us  who  use  abusive 
arguments,  temper  tantrums,  de¬ 
meaning  and  painful  criticism,  fruit¬ 
less  counter-complaints  and  disre¬ 
spect  will  benefit  no  one. 

He  said  that  in  the  same  way  people 
should  not  label  themselves  as  “adult” 
and  stop  maturing  or  “educated”  and 
stop  learning,  “no  on  has  the  right  to 
label  himself  as  a  loser,  no  good,  a 
dropout  or  a  failure. 

“Self-judgment  in  any  direction  is  a 
hazardous  pastime.” 

Thomas  S.  Monson 
Reflecting  on  a  talk  given  at  BYU, 
President  Monson  said  people  are 
gifted  in  different  areas  but  the  indi¬ 
vidual  challenges  are  for  each  person 
to  be  his  or  her  best. 

“Our  responsibility  is  to  rise  from 
mediocrity  to  competence,  from  fail¬ 
ure  to  achievement.  Our  task  is  to 
become  our  best  selves,”  said  Presi¬ 
dent  Monson. 

He  said  change  for  the  better  can 
come  to  all.  “Deep  within  each  person 
is  the  personal  conviction  to  throw  off 
the  old  person....  It  is  only  when  we 
allow  the  lamp  of  inspiration  to  burn 
low  that  we  wander  below  the  levels 
of  our  possibilities.”

Religious  tolerance  experienced 


Program  offers  neutral  ground  to  Irish  teens

The  Ulster  Project  of  Utah  is  mak¬ 
ing  it  possible  for  teenagers  from 
Northern  Ireland  to  spend  four 
weeks  in  the  United  States  learning 
about  other  religions  and  people. 

According  to  Phyllis  Adamson,  an 
Ulster  volunteer,  the  program  “was 
begun  in  Ireland  by  a  reverend  who 
had  concern  for  the  teenagers 
there.” 

In  Northern  Ireland,  sharp  con¬ 
troversy  exists  between  the  Catholic 
and  Protestant  religions.  Since  the 
late  1960s,  peaceful  communication 
between  the  two  denominations  has 
been  almost  nonexistent. 

The  Ulster  Project  allows  teen¬ 
agers  of  different  faiths  to  get  to 
know  each  other  in  an  environment 
considered  to  be  “neutral  territory” 
—  the  United  States. 

Proponents  of  the  program  hope 
the  teenagers  will  return  to  Ireland 
with  an  increased  tolerance  for  those 
of  other  faiths.  The  program  has  had 
remarkable  results,  as  more  than 
1,200  teens  have  participated  since 
1975,  and  not  one  has  joined  a  mili¬ 
tant  group  upon  returning  home. 

The  program  brings  12  teens  and 
two  adult  advisors  to  live  with  host 
families  in  the  United  States  for  four 
weeks.  The  program  covers  all  costs, 
including  air  fare  for  the  partici¬ 
pants. 

The  teens,  who  are  from  Omagh 
County  in  Northern  Ireland,  live 
with  host  families  who  usually  have 
teenagers  near  the  same  age  as  the 
Irish  teens.  The  families  also  must  be 
of  the  same  religion  as  the  teenager 


from  Ireland. 

Utah  has  been  involved  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  three  years.  The  first  two 
years  were  spent  in  fundraising, 
Last  July  was  the  first  year  Irish 
teenagers  came  to  Utah. 

Adamson,  a  volunteer  in  Utah 
County,  said  she  got  involved  be¬ 
cause  of  her  Irish  roots.  She  said 
through  involvement  with  the  pro¬ 
ject  she  has  “grown  to  have  a  deep 
respect  for  the  things  they  go 
through  and  the  worries  they  have.” 

Ulster  volunteers  plan  activities 
for  the  participants  for  the  entire 
four  weeks  they  are  here.  The  activi¬ 
ties  encourage  the  teens,  six 
Catholic  and  six  Protestant,  to  get  to 
know  one  another. 

Other  activities  include  a  trip  to 
Lagoon  and  service  projects  with 
handicapped  children. 

Adamson  said  that  the  ministers 
in  the  Utah  County  area  have  been 
very  supportive  and  helpful  in 
fundraising  efforts. 

“They’ve  given  a  very  warm  re¬ 
sponse  and  we  are  very  apprecia¬ 
tive, ’’she  said. 

Expenses  for  the  Ulster  Project  of 
Utah,  which  includes  air  fare,  group 
insurance,  and  group  activity  cost 
between  $15,000  and  $20,000.  The 
funds  are  raised  through  donations 
from  groups  and  individuals  as  well 
as  through  fundraisers. 

A  few  years  ago  BYU  donated  to 
the  Ulster  Project  a  night’s  proceeds 
from  an  Irish  play  it  presented. 

The  Ulster  Project  will  sponsor  a 
fundraiser  called  “Night  of  Tradi¬ 
tional  Irish  Music.”  It  will  be  at  the 
Eldred  Center  this  Friday  at  7:30

“After  you  are  married,  you  can’t 
talk  to  your  friends  or  your  old  room¬ 
mates  about  your  problems.  Now  you 
talk  them  out  with  your  partner,”  said 
Saunders. 

“Learning  to  deal  with  each  other’s 
differences  is  also  an  adjustment,” 
said  Todd  Saxey,  a  junior  majoring  in 
food  systems  administration  from 
Salt  Lake  City.  “My  wife  does  things 
different  than  I  do,  so  somewhere  we 
have  to  make  a  compromise  to  make 
things  work.” 

Besides  adjusting  to  each  other, 
there  are  other  influences  that  affect 
marriage,  one  of  which  is  finances. 

“Finances  are  of  number  one  im¬ 
portance  and  if  a  couple  is  not  careful 


it  can  create  a  very  big  problem,”  said 
Saxey. 

“When  my  wife  and  I  first  got  mar¬ 
ried  we  were  both  in  school  and  had  to 
pay  our  tuition.  We  barely  had 
enough  money  to  buy  groceries,  but 
we  worked  within  our  budget  and  we 
were  able  to  make  it,”  he  said. 

The  vision  of  marriage  when  being 
engaged  is  different  than  the  reality 
of  being  married.  The  facades  are 
worn  off  and  the  true  self  comes 
through.  Although,  every  now  and 
then  the  couple  needs  to  put  the 
facades  back  on  and  continue  the  ro¬ 
mancing,  said  Thomas. 

Otherwise,  marriage  can  become 
mundane,  be  more  stressful  and  not 
have  as  much  passion  as  once  before, 
said  Saunders. 

But  most  married  couples  agree 
that  the  good  times  make  up  for  some 
of  the  hard  realities. 

“Being  engaged  was  fine  and  the 
honeymoon  was  fun,  but  neither  of 
those  two  can  compare  to  being  mar¬ 
ried,”  said  Saunders. 

“Supporting  each  other,  sharing 
the  responsibilities  of  the  home,  talk¬ 
ing  with  each  other  all  make  up  the 
good  times.  In  our  home,  good  times 
come  everyday,”  said  Saxey. 

“All  I  can  say  is  that  marriage  is 
much  more  enjoyable  and  satisfying 
than  being  single,”  said  Thomas.

The  action  builds  and  the  tension  in¬ 
creases  until  a  punchline  is  given  and 
then  it  quickly  starts  all  over  again. 

The  ending  is  just  one  more  punch¬ 
line  —  with  the  exception  that  the 
build-up  and  the  joke  aren’t  very 
funny. 

It’s  almost  as  if  the  production  com¬ 
pany  said  to  itself,  “Well,  ‘Blind  Date’ 
is  a  comedy  and  comedies  always  have 
happy  endings,  therefore  this  film 
will  have  a  happy  ending.  Now  ... 
where  can  we  put  a  happy  ending  in 
it.” 

But  don’t  be  misled  by  complaints 
about  the  film’s  lack  of  storyline  —  it 
is  very,  very  funny. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  this  is  the 
quality  of  the  actors  appearing  in  it. 
Both  Willis  and  Basinger  are  ex¬ 


tremely  good.  In  a  secondary  role, 
John  Larroquette  plays  a  maniacal, 
insanely  jealous,  former  boyfriend  of 
Basinger’s  character  who  will  stop  at 
nothing  to  win  the  girl  of  his  dreams 
back  and  destroy  the  evil  creature 
(Willis)  who  accidentally  gave  her  al¬ 
cohol. 

William  Daniels  is  also  good  as  a 
judge  who  has  to  sort  all  the  legal 
problems  that  Willis  eventually  ends 
up  with. 

Although  many  of  the  leading  roles 
are  played  by  actors  who  have  re¬ 
cently  been  appearing  on  television 
(Willis  on  “Moonlighting,”  Lar¬ 
roquette  on  “Night  Court,”  Daniels 
on  “St.  Elsewhere”  and  Hartman  on 
“Saturday  Night  Live”),  this  does  not 
handicap  the  film  or  tie  it  down.  Ed¬ 
wards  does  not  let  the  energy  or  pac¬ 
ing  of  the  film  falter  until  the  very 
end. 

In  fact,  it’s  interesting  to  compare 
this  film  to  Edwards’  last  venture,  “A 
Fine  Mess,”  in  which  both  leading 
parts  were  played  by  television  per¬ 
sonalities  (Ted  Danson  from  “Cheers” 
and  'Howie  Mandel  from  “St.  Else¬ 
where”). 

Although  both  films  suffer  from  a 
lack  of  plot,  “Date”  is  effortless  and 
enjoyable  whereas  “Mess”  suffers 
from  strained  jokes  and  unfunny  hu¬ 
mor. 

“Blind  Date”  is  a  funny  film  with 
adult  situations.  It  is  rated  PG-13. 
Although  there  is  no  nudity  there  is 
some  harsh  language  and  some  of  the 
comic  pratfalls  are  a  little  violent.

and  sleep  better  if  they  prepare  all  the 
necessary  test  taking  materials  the 
night  before. 

Another  important  physical  prepa¬ 
ration  is  to  have  eaten  before  the 
exam.  “Don’t  go  in  to  take  a  test  hav¬ 
ing  skipped  lunch  so  you  can  cram,” 
said  Conn.  Having  a  full  stomach 
keeps  students  alert  and  helps  con¬ 
centration. 

Once  a  student  is  prepared  intellec¬ 
tually,  mentally  and  physically  for  an 
exam,  they  can  relax  and  apply  what 
they  have  learned.  However,  they 
should  avoid  last  minute '  cramming 
sessions,  said  Conn. 

Another  thing  to  avoid  is  talking 
with  friends  or  other  students  about  a 
test  before  taking  it.  “I’d  just  get  up 
and  leave  rather  than  talk  about  the 
test,”  said  Conn.

As  finals  approach  anxiety  begins 
to  rise  —  but  students  need  not  fear, 
there  is  still  time  for  them  to  prepare 
and  ace  their  finals. 

By  preparing  intellectually,  men¬ 
tally  and  physically  for  a  final,  stu¬ 
dents  can  reduce  the  anxiety  and  ner¬ 
vousness  that  hinders .  test 
performance. 

The  first  step  to  reducing  test  anxi¬ 
ety  is  to  prepare.  Students  should 
start  preparing  for  a  big  test  at  least 
two  weeks  in  advance,  said  Clay 
Conn,  a  counselor  in  BYU’s  Counsel¬ 
ing  and  Development  Center. 


Prepare  early 

“Trying  to  cover  two  months  of  ma¬ 
terial  in  two  hours  is  not  an  effective 
way  to  prepare  for  an  exam,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  handout  prepared  by  the 
Counseling  Center,  titled  “Reducing- 
Test  Anxiety.” 

When  preparing  for  a  test,  study 
groups  can  be  a  big  help,  said  Conn. 
An  organized  group  helps  students 
gain  a  complete  understanding  of  the 
class  material. 

Another  aid  when  preparing  for  an 
exam  is  a  practice  test.  “Practice 
tests  are  very  important.  They  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  question  style  of  the 
instructer,”  said  Conn.  “One  of  the 
best  ways  to  raise  a  test  score  is  to 
take  practice  tests,”  said  Judi  R. 
Kesseman,  in  an  article  titled,  “Mea¬ 
sure  Of ‘Test-Wiseness’.” 

However,  practice  tests  are  not  al¬ 
ways  available.  But  students  can 
remedy  this  situation  by  developing 
their  own  tests,  said  Conn.  He  sug¬ 
gests  that  students  make  a  list  of  25 
questions  for  each  class,  each  week  of 
the  semester.  By  answering  these 
questions,  re-reading  handouts,  class 
notes,  reviewing  old  tests  and  home¬ 
work  assignments,  students  can  de¬ 
termine  what  material  will  be  on  the 
test. 


should  not  prepare  for  a  test  longer 
than  one  and  half  hours  at  a  time,” 
said  Conn.  If  students  study  one  sub¬ 
ject  for  too  long  they  develop  a  nega¬ 
tive  attitude,  become  burned  out  and 
their  study  time  is  wasted. 

Study  methods  for  an  essay  test 
and  an  objective  test  are  the  same. 
“Studies  have  indicated  that  students 
who  score  highest  on  objective  exams 
review  as  if  they  were  preparing  for 
an  essay  exam,”  according  to  a  Coun¬ 
seling  Center  handout  titled  “Taking 
Objective  Tests.” 

Once  intellectual  preparation  is  un¬ 
derway,  students  should  begin  men¬ 
tal  preparations.  The  most  important 
part  of  being  mentally  prepared  is  to 
be  intellectually  prepared. 

Another  way  to  prepare  mentally 
for  a  test  is  to  know  what  kind  of  test 
will  be  given.  “The  period  before  a 
test,  ask  the  instructor  what  kind  of 
test  will  be  given.  Get  all  the  informa¬ 
tion  you  can.  Know  what  the  test  is 
going  to  cover,”  said  Conn. 


Sleep  and  eat 

A  few  days  before  the  exam  date, 
physical  preparation  should  begin.  A 
key  to  successful  test  taking  is  to  be 
relaxed  and  awake.  “Get  your  mind 
off  the  test  and  get  a  good  night’s 
sleep,”  said  Conn.  Students  will  relax 


Read  test  carefully 

Now  it  is  time  for  the  student  to 
take  the  exam.  Once  the  test  is  in 
hand  the  instructions  should  be  read 
carefully.  The  test  should  be  sur¬ 
veyed.  If  it  is  a  timed  test,  time 
should  be  budgeted. 

“You  should  know  how  much  time 


you  can  spend  on  each  question,”  said 
Conn.  “You  should  also  use  all  your 
time,  review  your  answers.” 

On  tests  that  are  not  timed,  use  as 
much  time  as  necessary.  Never  be  in  a 
hurry.  Answer  all  the  questions  com¬ 
pletely  and  review  the  answers.  How¬ 
ever  when  students  review  their  an¬ 
swers,  they  should  never  change 
them,  unless  they  know  that  they  are 
wrong,  said  Conn. 

If  students  have  prepared  well  and 
can  relax,  they  will  be  able  to  apply 
what  they  have  learned.  Finals  need 
not  be  synonymous  with  anxiety. 
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Break  it  down 

But,  the  studying  for  a  test  should 
be  done  in  small  pieces.  “Students

With  the  help  of  some  great  infield 
defense,  Cougar  bullpen  pitchers 
Paul  Prinz  and  Carl  Keliipuleole,  who 
now  has  a  low  1.33  ERA,  held  Air 
F orce  hitless  for  the  remainder  of  the 
game. 

Eager  hit  a  solo  shot  in  the  fourth, 
and  then  the  Cougars  exploded  for 
four  runs  each  in  the  fifth  and  sixth 
innings.  Carter  Cox  slapped  a  two- 
run  single  to  highlight  the  scoring  in 
the  fifth. 

In  the  sixth,  Cox  started  a  two-out 
rally  with  a  solo  homer  over  the  right 
field  fence  and  then  Littlewood  took 
the  next  pitch  over  the  left  fence  for 
his  second  home  run  of  the  game. 
Consecutive  singles  by  John  Batina, 
Eagar,  Sisler  (who  drove  in  Batina), 
and  a  run-scoring  double  by  Gary 
Schoonover  finished  the  Cougar  scor¬ 
ing. 

“This  was  one  of  best  games  I’ve 
had  this  season,”  said  Littlewood.

Sisler  got  an  RBI  triple  and  scored 
on  Schoonover’s  double  (his  fourth 
two-bagger  in  the  two  games).

Three  members  of  the  BYU  men’s  and  women’s 
track  teams  qualified  for  the  NCAA  finals  as  a 
result  of  their  performances  in  the  prestigious 
Texas  Relays  over  the  weekend. 

Rad  Shirley  won  the  3000-meter  steeplechase 
with  a  time  of  8.44.01,  knocking  20-seconds  off  of 
his  personal  best  time. 

“He  ran  an  excellent  race,”  said  BYU  assistant 
coach  Willard  Hirschi.  “That’s  a  tough  mark.” 

Angela  Cook,  a  senior  from  Reno,  Nev. ,  won  the 
3000-meters  with  a  9:2 1 . 93 ,  easily  qualifying  her  for 
the  NCAA  finals  in  June. 

In  the  1500-meters,  Julie  Jenkins  also  qualified 
for  the  NCAA  finals  with  a  time  of  4:22.8.  BYU 
Coach  Craig  Poole  was  impressed  with  the 
women’s  team.  “All  in  all  it  was  a  phenomenal  meet 
for  us,”  said  Poole.  “We’re  very  pleased.” 

Several  other  Cougars  also  did  well  at  the  Re¬ 
lays,  which  not  only  included  top  collegiate  ath¬ 
letes,  but  the  best  from  major  athletic  clubs  as  well. 

Junior  Ron  Raymond  equalled  his  personal  best 
in  the  high  jump  with  a  mark  of  7  feet  1  inch.  Larry 
Smithee  clocked  a  14:07.00  in  the  5000-meters. 
“Smithee  looked  good,”  said  Hirschi.  “He  knocked 
20  seconds  off  of  his  best  timing  this  season.” 

Junior  Ken  Henderson  finished  third  in  his  heat 
of  the  100-meters  which  prohibited  him  to  continue 
competing  in  the  day’s  final  run.  “He  got  an  excel¬ 
lent  start  but  eased  up  in  the  end,”  said  Hirschi. 
“He  just  needs  more  races  behind  him.  It’ll  come 
with  two  or  three  more  races.” 

Sophomore  Brian  Humphreys  won  first  place  in 
the  triple  jump,  while  the  distance  relay  team  took 
third  place  behind  Arkansas  and  Georgetown. 

Hui  Chin  Lee  finished  second  in  the  javelin  with  a 
throw  of  178  feet  3  inches.  Her  throw  was  eight  feet 
better  than  the  NCAA  qualifying  mark;  however, 
Lee  had  already  qualified  last  week. 

The  BYU  women’s  3200-meter  relay  team  con¬ 
sisting  of  Jenkins,  Cook,  Noeleen  Mullen  and 
Melanie  Child  finished  third  at  the  Relays. 
Nonetheless,  the  time  of  8:44.35  set  a  new  BYU 
school  record. 

Mullen  finished  fourth  in  the  3000-meters  with 
9:35.54  and  Cook  was  seventh  in  the  1500-meters 
with  4:22.8.  Freshman  Rebecca  Chamberlain,  from 
San  Jose,  Calif.,  was  eighth  in  the  10,000-meters 
with  36:10.53.  Junior  Laura  Zaugg  was  fifth  in  the 
heptathalon.

Thiokol  will 
compete  for 
1990's  rocket 

CHICAGO  ( AP)  —  Morton  Thiokol 
Inc.  will  compete  aggressively  for  an 
advanced  Space  Shuttle  booster  con¬ 
tract  if  NASA  decides  to  develop  a 
new  generation  rocket  for  use  in  the 
1990s,  a  company  official  said. 

The  maker  of  the  boosters  that 
failed  and  triggered  the  January  1986 
Challenger  disaster  is  confident  that 
previous  production  experience  will 
give  the  company  an  edge  over  four 
industry  rivals  if  a  contract  competi¬ 
tion  is  waged  later  this  decade. 

“We  are  unique  among  the  competi¬ 
tors  in  the  solid  rocket  booster  busi¬ 
ness  in  that  we  have  the  extensive 
experience  in  producing  the  boost¬ 
ers,”  said  Phil  Weyna,  director  of  cor¬ 
porate  development  for  the  Chicago- 
based  company. 

“I  would  think  that  should  help  us 
tremendously  in  being  able  to  propose 
a  very  efficient,  very  cost-effective, 
very  safe,  advanced  booster  to 
NASA,”  he  added. 

James  Fletcher  of  NASA  Adminis¬ 
tration  called  on  American  aerospace 
companies  Wednesday  to  design  an 
advanced  Shuttle  solid  rocket  booster 
that  could  be  available  as  soon  as 
1993. 

Five  aerospace  companies  now  are 
conducting  detailed  design  studies  for 
the  new  generation  rockets.  They 
are:  Morton  Thiokol;  Aerojet  Strate¬ 
gic  Propulsion  Co.  of  Sacramento, 
Calif.;  United  Technologies  Chemical 
Systems  Division  of  San  Jose,  Calif.; 
Hercules  Aerospace  Co.  of  Salt  Lake 
City;  and  Atlantic  Research  Corp.  of 
Alexandria,  Va. 

Fletcher  also  invited  all  other  quali¬ 
fied  companies  to  submit  proposals 
for  the  advanced  booster. 

If  NASA  decides  to  develop  a  new- 
generation  Shuttle  booster,  funding 
would  be  sought  as  part  of  the  space 
agency’s  fiscal  1989  budget.  NASA 
anticipates  a  new  booster  could  be 
available  for  flights  in  1993. 

The  cost  estimate  of  producing  160 
new-generation  rocket  boosters  is 
about  $2.4  billion  in  1987  dollars. 

IBM  tries  to 
slow  copying 
of  computers 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Some  big  cus¬ 
tomers  of  International  Business  Ma¬ 
chines  Corp.  predict  the  company’s 
new  personal  computers  will  renew 
its  decades-long  grip  on  corporate 
data  centers,  where  IBM  reaps  its 
biggest  profits. 

IBM  on  Thursday  introduced  the 
Personal  System-2,  a  family  of  four 
personal  computers  with  hard-to- 
copy  features  that  should  slow  the  in¬ 
vasion  of  companies  making  compat¬ 
ible  machines. 

The  computers  offer  more  power 
than  predecessors  at  lower  prices. 
Three  of  the  four  models  also  connect 
better  to  bigger  IBM  computers  —  an 
increasingly  important  factor  for  big 
corporations. 

“It  certainly  establishes  a  new 
baseline  for  what  the  PC  is  and  can 
do,”  said  Joseph  Carroll,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  information  systems  at  Pru¬ 
dential  Insurance  Company  of  Amer¬ 
ica  in  Roseland,  N.J. 

Critical  to  the  new  computers  is  an 
improved  operating  system  —  the 
piece  of  software  that  acts  as  a  traffic 
cop  inside  the  machine.  IBM  will  be 
able  to  keep  customers  loyal  to  it  by 
parceling  out  improvements  in  the  op¬ 
erating  system  gradually,  Carroll 
said. 

Indeed,  the  first  part  of  Operating 
System-2  will  not  be  available  until 
early  in  1988,  IBM  said.  Until  then, 
customers  will  use  a  less-advanced 
system  that  takes  advantage  of  only 
some  of  the  new  computers’  possibili¬ 
ties.  Both  systems  are  developed  in 
cooperation  with  Microsoft  Corp.  of 
Redmond,  Wash. 

The  new  computers  will  run  virtu¬ 
ally  all  programs  written  for  earlier 
models  of  personal  computers,  but 
programs  that  take  full  advantage  of 
the  new  PCs  will  not  necessarily  run 
on  the  old  machines.

Does  respect  for  authority 
require  student's  silence? 


Tuesday  nights  I  sing  with  the  local 
chapter  of  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.:  the  So¬ 
ciety  for  the  Preservation  and  En¬ 
couragement  of  Barbershop  Quartet 
Singing  in  America,  Being  part  of  a 
chorus  that  includes  busdrivers,  jani¬ 
tors,  professors,  mechanics,  and 
salesmen  offers  a  relaxing  break  from 
student  life. 

Although  I  am  no  great  musician,  I 
have  learned  to  listen  carefully  to  the 
voices  around  me,  striving  to  find  the 
right  note  amid  the  melody  and  har¬ 
monies.  Similarly,  after  a  few  years  at 
BYU  I  have  also  learned  to  listen 
carefully  on  campus. 

I  have  read  the  articles  and  letters 
in  the  Universe,  and  listened  to  the 
students  in  the  section  of  English  115 
that  I  teach.  The  exuberance  of  fresh¬ 
men  (and  upperclassmen)  can  be  ex¬ 
hausting,  but  I  enjoy  their  ideas  and 
perspectives. 

Many  times  every  day  I  answer  the 
phone  “Student  Review,  this  is 
Roger,”  and. listen  to  the  concerns  of 
members  of  the  BYU  community. 
Each  week  I  have  the  opportunity  to 
read  and  edit  examples  of  intelligent 
writing  by  articulate  students;  I  am 
convinced  there  is  room  for  and  inter¬ 
est  in  the  responsible  exchange  of 
ideas. 

I  have  heard  students  share  their 
perspectives  and  ideas  at  organized 


forums,  from  the  Soapbox,  to  papers 
read  at  symposia,  to  the  current 
hoopla  of  ASBYU  elections.  And  I 
have  overheard  and  participated  in 
conversations  in  classes,  kitchens, 
and  offices  all  over  campus,  with  often 
invigorating  discussions  of  politics, 
philosophy,  education,  theology,  and 
life. 

The  variety  of  viewpoints  suggests 
an  paradox:  amid  the  tumult  of  26,000 
separate  voices,  there  is  a  real  sense 
of  community.  And  I  hear  that  com¬ 


munity  express  itself  through  a  co¬ 
herent  student  voice. 

But  who  else  is  listening? 

Recently  one  of  this  year’s  ASBYU 
officers  said  that  he  would  no  more 
tell  President  Holland  what  to  do  than 
he’d  tell  President  Benson.  This  is  a 
valuable  sentiment,  within  limits  —  I 
greatly  admire  President  Holland  and 
am  always  very  respectful  to  him,  ex¬ 
cept  when  telling  jokes  about  his 
chins.  But  I  am  worried  when  respect 


requires  our  silence,  sacrificing  the 
legitimate  and  necessary  expression 
of  student  concerns. 

I  am  convinced  that  individuals  in 
the  administration  are  listening  for  a 
student  voice.  But  our  needs  and  per¬ 
spectives  are  often  drowned  out  by 
the  demands  of  faculty,  budgets,  and 
parking.  Also,  sometimes  the  admin¬ 
istration  exhibits  a  tendency  toward 
paternalism,  assuming  a  baby-sitter 
role  to  students  who  are  clearly 
adults. 

Maybe  in  the  effort  to  shuffle  pa¬ 
perwork,  students  occasionally  get  in 
the  way  —  but  no  one  at  BYU  can 
afford  to  lose  sight  of  the  university’s 
basic  mission  as  an  undergraduate  ed¬ 
ucational  institution.  Programs 
should  reflect  the  needs  and  views  of 
students;  and  students  should  take  a 
more  active  part  in  the  process  of  edu¬ 
cation. 

Within  the  limits  of  BYU’s  unique 
mission,  there  is  undoubtedly  room  at 
the  Y  for  increased  student  participa¬ 
tion  and  responsibility. 

I  like  to  sing  barbershop  because 
Pm  hooked  on  harmony,  amazed  by 
the  unified  sound  produced  by  a  di¬ 
verse  group.  And  I  listen  for  a  stu¬ 
dent  voice  because  I  believe  that  out 
of  the  dissonance  of  chaos  can  come  a 
productive  harmony.

There  are  vocational  differences 
among  the  various  TV  preachers 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  In  the  hubbub  over  TV  preachers, 
some  vocational  distinctions  in  the  religious  world  are 
being  generally  obscured,  leaving  considerable  confusion 
about  them. 

Mainly  the  misunderstandings  have  shown  up  about  the 
differences  between  “evangelists,”  “evangelicals”  and 
“TV  ministers”  or  “religious  broadcasters.” 

They’re  quite  dissimilar,  and  while  their  elements 
sometimes  overlap,  the  current  ruckus  about  religious 
television  personalities  tends  to  blur  the  demarcations. 

As  a  prime  instance,  most  of  the  noted  figures  of  what’s 
called  the  “electronic  church”  are  not  evangelists,  per  se, 
meaning  those  with  a  special  ministry  of  eliciting  conver¬ 
sions  to  Christianity. 

Instead,  they  mostly  are  television  preachers  or  minis¬ 
ters,  largely  devoted  to  instructing  their  followers, 
mostly  regular  audiences,  rather  than  primarily  summon¬ 
ing  the  religiously  indifferent  to  faith. 

That  task  —  drawing  the  skeptics  and  apathetic  to 
Christianity  —  is  the  particular  role  of  the  evangelist,  the 
best  known  of  whom  is  Billy  Graham,  who  runs  his  cru¬ 
sades  around  the  globe  to  invite  commitments  to  Christ. 

Oral  Roberts,  presiding  over  his  Tulsa,  Okla. ,  domain  of 
a  university,  a  hospital  and  television  production,  whose 
give-or-he’d-die  plea  netted  its  $8  million,  has  himself  said 
he  is  not  an  evangelist,  but  a  “TV  preacher.” 

Jim  Bakker,  who  resigned  as  head  of  his  Bible  park  and 
PTL  (Praise  the  Lord  or  People  That  Love)  TV  ministry 
because  of  involvement  in  a  sex  affair,  was  not  primarily 
an  evangelist,  but  a  television  personality. 

He,  along  with  his  wife,  Tammy,  with  their  conversa¬ 


tional  and  musical  shows,  simply  had  built  up  a  huge  and 
regular  audience  of  captivated  devotees,  much  as  Johnny 
Carson  has  done. 

Jerry  Falwell,  picked  by  Bakker  to  replace  him  for  the 
time  being,  is  basically  the  pastor  of  a  congregation, 
Thomas  Road  Baptist  Church  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  whose 
services  are  televised  on  “The  Old  Time  Gospel  Hour.  ” 

He  is  not  strictly  an  evangelist,  although  some  evange¬ 
lism  may  enter  into  his  otherwise  extensive  ministry  of 
running  his  church,  a  university,  and  the  politically-ori¬ 
ented  Moral  Majority  movement  he  founded. 

M.G.  “Pat”  Robertson,  head  of  big  Christian  Broadcast¬ 
ing  Network  in  Virginia  Beach,  Va.,  and  now  a  Republi¬ 
can  presidential  hopeful,  has  repeatedly  insisted  he’s  not 
an  evangelist,  but  a  religious  broadcaster. 

Jimmy  Swaggart,  whose  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  TV  min¬ 
istry  commands  a  huge  and  expressively  adoring  audi¬ 
ence,  and  who  figured  in  the  sex  charges  against  Bakker, 
is  not  specifically  an  evangelist,  but  a  preaching  per¬ 
former. 

He  emotes,  sings,  cries  and  evokes  fervor  from  a  nation¬ 
wide  TV  flock  —  his  regular  contributors  called  “outreach 
partners.” 

Robert  Schuller  is  a  Reformed  Church  in  America  pas¬ 
tor,  whose  “Hour  of  Power”  sermons  to  his  congregation 
at  its  Crystal  Cathedral  in  Garden  Grove,  Calif.,  are 
widely  shown  on  television. 

With  a  strong  ingredient  of  psychological  insights,  his 
ministry  is  not  directly  evangelistic,  but  more  in  the  na¬ 
ture  of  pastoral  counselling  and  advice  for  more  confident 
living. 
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
